THE RELEF AT MAMILA

PROMPT AVOWAL OF WIS POLICY.

He Desires That There Be No Temporiz-
ing the Phillppine Question—
| Natives to Be Given

o Uadersitand

What They Are to Expect—All lafor-

mation [s at Hand.

NEW YORK. Oct. 27.—A special to
the Herald from Washingten savs:
Prompt declaraticn by cong.ess in
favor of asserting and maintaining
compiete sovereignty over the Philip-
pines at whatever cost and in favor of
ihe most liheral kind of self-govern-

ment when the insurrection ends is
| what the president wants. It is also
| what the Philippine commissioners
| want. There is a great deal vet for

the presideat to do on his message and
for the peace commissioners to do on
their report., but this one important
conclusion is ecertain.

Your correspondsnt has excellent
authority for the statement that the
president intsnds to make specific rec-
ommendations to congress in favor
of holding the Philippines permanent-
v and as to the form of civil gov-
ernment to rake the place of the mili-
tary as soon as the Tagalos now in
rebellion surrender. It is authori-
tativelvy stated that there will he no
half-way measures suggested for the
purpose of sidetracking the Philip-
pine question until aflter the next
campaign. The president will face
the issue sngarely and give congress
the best informaticn {-om bhis com-
missioners and cther sources to sup-
port the position he has assumed.

Although members of the Philip-
pine commission ars not alking for
publication. there is no doubt they
will lay great stress in their report
upon the desirability of a prompt and
empharic declaraticn. on the part of
congress, which will convinee those
now in rebellion thart all branches
of the government are united on the
question of permanent American con-
trol in the Philippines., Such action,
in the opinion of Admiral Dewey and
Prof. Schurman. will be almost as
effective as guns i ending the war in
the Philippines.

It is now only a question of the
specific kind of government the presi-
dent will recommend. He will be gov-
erned in his decision by the views
of the Philippine commissioners.
whose final decision will be the result
of the deliberations they are here for
now. The first meeting of the com-
missioners will be held in the State
department romorrow., but they will
probably not begin the actual prep-
aration of their report bLefore pext
Monday.
